ROAD NAMED AFTER 
DAGENHAM SOLDIER

A SOLDIER who gave his life in 
Afghanistan has been honoured by 
having a road named after him. 

Private Tony Rawson, from 
Dagenham, was killed on Friday, 
August 10, 2007, when his patrol in 
Helmand province was shot at as it 
made its way to inspect an irrigation 
project. 

He was 27 years old. 

Now his sacrifice has been hon¬ 
oured after Barking & Dagenham 
Council named a street, Tony Rawson 
Way, after him - the first in London to 


be named after a fallen soldier of the 
Afghanistan war. 

The road, in Dagenham, was 
unveiled by his family on Wednesday. 

His mother, Ann Williams, said the 
naming was a fitting tribute to her 
son. 

She told the YA: “Tony was some¬ 
one who was liked, loved and respect¬ 
ed. I know he would have absolutely 
loved this, and he would have been 
very, very proud.” 

Private Rawson, a former pupil at 
the Robert Clack School, Gosfield 
Road, Dagenham, joined the army in 
2002 and signed up for the 1st 


Battalion Royal Anglian Regiment 
the following year. 

He served in Iraq and was a keen 
boxer, representing his company in 
the army’s inter-company boxing 
championships, which he won - 
despite his diminutive stature. 

Mrs Williams, 51, explained: “He 
had to take on someone who was a lot 
bigger than him, but he beat him. He 
was so quick.” 

His comrade and friend. Private 
Matt Woollard, said Private Rawson 
was a ‘lovely, helpful, genuine’ per¬ 
son, which earned him the nickname 
‘Nicey’. 


He explained: “I came into the 
army in 2005, and Tony just took me 
under his wing. 

“When I was injured, he came to 
see me in hospital and we talked. He 
was such a lovely bloke. 

“To have a nickname like ‘Nicey’, 
you have to earn it, and he did.”

A CHARITY is calling on people 
to give up £1 a month to help those 
stricken by cancer. 

Mark McCarthy’s Magic 
Moments, which looks after 
patients under the care of Barking, 
Havering & Redbridge NHS 
Hospitals Trust, is launching the 
fundraising drive to commemorate 
its first year as an independent 
organisation. 

The charity’s chairman, Donna 
Hurley, said she wanted to reach 
out to people across the three bor¬ 
oughs. 

She told the YA: “If we can get 
1,000 people to give what’s more 
or less a bag of crisps a month, it’ll 
be really good.” 

The group was originally set up 
as a fundraising branch of BHR 
Hospitals, and was founded in 
1998 by the parents of Mark 
McCarthy - a 27-year-old from 
Ilford who died of leukaemia.

Donna said the idea was to pre¬ 
vent isolation. 

The 45-year-old mother-of-twins 
explained: “Cancer patients end up 
feeling isolated, as do their carers, 
so we take them out and let them 
meet other people in the same situ¬ 
ation. It really does make a differ¬ 
ence.”

Hundreds march to save A&E

HUNDREDS of angry campaign¬ 
ers marched through Ilford, 
protesting against plans to shut 
King George’s accident and emer¬ 
gency department. 

The controversial plans - put for¬ 
ward by Health for North East 
London - would also see the hospi¬ 
tal’s maternity ward shut. 

The protest was attended by par¬ 
ties across the local spectrum and 
key local figures such as MP Lee 
Scott (Ilford North - Conservative), 
Councillor Ross Hatful (Health 
Scrutiny - Labour), former coun¬ 
cillor Ralph Scott (Liberal) and 
Councillor Keith Prince leader of 
Redbridge Council. 

The guest speakers of the day 
were Darren Johnson (London 
Assembly, Green) and MEP Jean 


Lambert (Green). 

NHS supporters from various 
surrounding counties also joined 
the throng, including Councillor 
Samir Jassel (Gravesend 
Conservative), Len Hockey 
(Whipps Cross Unison), Dr Anna 
Athow (British Medical 
Association) and Shirley Franklin 
(Defend Whittington Hospital). 

The protesters met outside the 
Barley Lane hospital at midday on 
Saturday and worked their way to 
the town centre, where they were 
joined by hundreds more angry 
residents, religious and community 
leaders. 

The march was the third and 
biggest yet, since the plans were 
first mooted in 2006. 

The Reverend Brian Davison, 
from Seven Kings United Free 
Church, told the crowd he was 


‘worried’ about the plans and said 
neighbouring Queen’s Hospital, in 
Romford, was already at full 
capacity. 

March organiser Wilson 
Choudhry said: “If the A&E shut 
down, King George’s would be the 
only hospital in an outer London 
borough without its own A&E. 

“People living in Redbridge will 
have to travel much to far to get to 
an A&E and the time it will take 
could be fatal with the density of 
London’s traffic.” 

More than 4,000 signatures have 
been collected on a petition to keep 
the hospital open which, this week, 
is on its way to the Health 
Secretary, Andrew Lansley.

A MACHINE invented to keep 
Nazi operations secret has now 
become an educational tool for 
schools across Essex. 

The Enigma - invented by 
German engineer Arthur Scherbius 
at the end of the First World War - 
is used by the University of 
Cambridge to teach schoolchildren 
maths, science and history. 

Dr James Grime, of the Enigma 
Machine Project, travels all over the 
world giving talks about code 
breaking and the technology behind 
the machine. 

The 30-year-old, who gained a 
PhD in maths at York University, 
has visited more than 200 schools 
to give demonstrations. 

He said: “The Enigma is one of 

the most i-

teaches students history, maths, 
engineering, science and languages. 

“It took the Allies years to break 
codes but the Second World War in 
Europe ended two years earlier than 
planned because German messages 
were solved. 

“I think everyone should take the 
time to see such a fascinating piece 
of technology.” 

Dr Grime, who grew up in 
Nottingham, got involved with the 
Millennium Mathematics Project at 
the University of Cambridge 
because of his passions for codes. 

The project also reveals the histo¬ 
ry of codes and teaches youngsters 
about how numbers are used in 
modem technology, such as credit 
cards. 

Enigma models were first used in 
the 1920s before the German mili¬ 


tary introduced the Wehrmacht 
Enigmas. 

Secret messages produced by the 
Nazis proved difficult to break, but 
in December 1932, the Polish 
Cipher Bureau made a break¬ 
through. 

Just weeks before the outbreak of 
the war in July 1939, the Bureau 
gave decryption techniques and 
equipment to French and British 
military intelligence. 

This intelligence, codenamed 
‘Ultra’, allowed the British to pre¬ 
pare for the D-Day landings. 

It has been estimated that 100,000 
Enigma machines were construct¬ 
ed.
